very satisfactory. A reference to these 
topics would he incomplete without an 
allusion to the valuable services of the 
Northwest Mounted Police, which may 
justly be regarded by Canadians gener- 
ally as indispensible under present con- 
ditions to the well-being of those exten- 
sive and promising portions of the Do- 
minion in which they are stationed.

scheme. This will, 1 trust, ensure the 
successful establishment of a line of 
steamers between the United Kingdom 
and Canada, which in point of speed j 
and equipment shall fully meet all the 
requirements. My government have 
also learned with satisfaction that it is 
the intention of the Secretary of .State 
for the Colonies to appoint a committee 
to consider a proposed Pacilic cable to 
connect Canada with Australasia. 

You will, 1 am sure, share the grati- 
fication with which my advisers wel- 
come these announcements as affording 
further evidence of tin; desire of Her 
Majesty's government to draw closer to 
each other and the motherland the out- 
lying portions of the Queen's dominions. 
The. papers on these subjects will also 
be submitted to you.

The Conserva 
tives had attended Liberal meetings, 
had listened quietly to what they had to 
say and had not attempted to disturb the 
speakers. 

A COWARDLY ATTACK. 

The excitement was somewhat high, 
about this time and the feeling was not 
improved by Mr. John Maemillan mak 
ing a personal attack against Mr. Lux- 
ton, gaying he was a man of bad reputa- 
tion and had been turned out of the 
Liberal party as unworthy to sit with 
decent Liberals. 

Mr. McPhillips took Mr. Maemillan to 
task for making such an unwar- 
ranted attack behind Mr. Lux- 
ton's back. He also remark- 
ed that he had been told, hut he 
did not know whether it was true or not 
that the opposition had come to the 
meeting with a set of resolutions ready 
prepared which they had hoped to pass. 
He thought that the opposition had 
no right to try to encroach on 
theConservative's hall and advised thai 
the best thing to do was lor everyone to 
go home. 

Mr. E. V. Bodwell also took a pacific 
strain and assured Mr. McPhillips that 
the opposition had nut prepared any 
resolutions, nor did they intend t'i move 
any. He advised that all should go 
home and light it out another time. 

This was good-humoredly assented to 
by the' crowd in the hall, anil at ten 
minutes past three the hatchet was bur- 
ied and everyone went home in good 
humor. 

The first meeting had commenced at 
about 8:20 p.m. 

The meeting was opened by Mr. .lames 
Baker, who had been unanimously called 
to the chair on motion of Mr. K. A. 
Lewis. The chairman gave a brief ad- 
dress, declaring himself a consistent sup- 
porter of the Liberal-Conservative party 
and heartily in accord with the position 
taken by Hon. K. G. Prior, whom he 
called upon for the first address. 

Col. Prior then advanc e! from Ins seat 
in the body of the hall amidst great ap- 
plause from the large gathering, which 
even at this early stage of the proceedr 
ings was crowded with people to the very 
doors. Just as he commenced his ad- 
dress some one with little sense of pro 
priety or civilit\ called " Three cheers 
for Templemanj" and a dozen mouths in 
the immediate neighborhood immedi- 
ately opened in response, giving the lirst 
indication of the presence of an organ- 
ized gang intent on disturbing the pro- 
ceedings. Of course three counter cheers 
and a tiger for Col. Prior followed, and 
then the chairman requested that there 
be no further attempt at interruption, as 
he had before him a long list of speakers 
whom he intended to call upon in their 
order. 

Col. Prior then commenced his ad- 
dress. He excused himself for being 
somewhat out of form because of the ser- 
ious illness of his wife, of which they 
had all heard. He wished to refer 
briefly to some statements appearing in 
that day's issue »f the Times, which 
paper he said had as usual been conduct- 
ing its campaign on the most unfair 
lines. The first of these to which he re- 
ferred was the alleged report appearing 
as a telegram from Ottawa that the gov- 
ernment are about to resign. This bo 
unhesitatingly characterized as " balder- 
dash," if coming from Ottawa at all sent 
merely to fill an order and for campaign 
purposes. He referred next to the scan- 
dalous allegations by Aid. Maemillan 
respecting the British Columbia South- 
ern railway, and said that were that 
gentleman's word worth anything in 
Victoria he would promptly have 
him before the courts tor 
libel. (Applause.) However he 
felt that it would be sufficient for 
him to say that Aid. Macallan's allega- 
tion or insinuation is simply a vile false- 
hood. (Applause.) He saw also a 
leading article in the Times stating that 
Col. Prior and his friends are getting 
down-hearted (laughter); he did not 
think it necessary to further refer to 
this than to remind the meeting that 
the very same thing was said by the 
Times before the last election, when Mr. 
Tern pieman and Mr. Marchant lost their 
deposits. (Laughter.) He felt that on 
the 6th of January the victor}' will be 
on the same side— by a large majority. 

Col. Prior then took up the school 
question which the opposition have very 
improperly made the main issue in a 
contest that ought rather to turn upon 
the trade policy and upon whether or 
not this province desires cabinet repre- 
sentation. (Applause.) He felt that 
British Columbia from end to end would 
cry shame on Victoria if it now threw 
away the chance to get a cabinet minis- 
ter. As to the trade policy were that 
the issue in the city of Victoria he felt 
assured that Mr. Tern pieman would 
again lose Ins deposit. He felt that to 
get a man from this province once es- 
tablished in the cabinet, means 
that we will have a seat permanent* 
]y, and he felt that on the 
6th the electors will not throw the 
chance away. He hail given his opinion 
with no uncertain sound on the Mani- 
toba school question, and he felt that 
any of his old friends who would look at 
it dispassionately would not cease to 
entertain a good feeling towards him. 
Whatever Mr. Bodwell may sav, the 
true issue in the case is that tiie Do- 
minion government are doing nothing 
more than is provided for by the law. 
The Catholic minority in Manitoba have 
certain rights under the Manitoba act; 
the Protestant minority in Quebec have 
certain 'similar rights under the B.N. A. 
act. It will not do to settle this matter 
by saying that we do not believe in 
separate schools; that is all richt in 
theorv, but in practice the law 
of "the land intervenes with 
the provision that the minority 
either Catholic or Protestant shall 
have the right to appeal when certain 
□tated rights in the matter of education 
are taken away from them. The privy 
council in England sustained this appeal, 
and the matter thus lias come before 
the government for action. He narrated 
a conversation had that day with an old 
supporter of his, Mr. George Jeeves, who 
had frankly told him that he was not in 
accord with the government policy on 
the. school issue, hut after some friendly 
discussion declared that if it could be 
proved to him that the privy council in 
England said the minority in Manitoba 
had a grievance, he (Mr. Jeeves) would 



vote and work for the Colonel, as he was 
just as strong a Conservative as ever. 
(Applause.) With a view to convince 
Mr. Jeeves, whom he saw in the 
audience, Col. Prior read from the judg- 
ment of the Judicial' Committee of the 
Privy Council, as follows: 

" The sole question to be determined 
is whether a right or privilege which ihe 
Roman Catholic minority previously 
enjoyed has been affected by the legisla- 
tion of 1890. . . . In view of this 
comparison it does not seem possible to 
say that the rights and privileges of the 
Roman Catholic minority in relation to 
education, which existed prior to J 800, 
have not been affected." " Does that 
not indicate that they had a grievance? " 
Col. Prior asked. 

Mr. Jeeves — "Show me the word 
' grievance ' ! " 

Col. Prior — "I think lean do that, 
George." He continued to read : 

" All legitimate grounds of complaint 
would be removed if that system were 
supplemented by provisions wmcM 

WOULD REMOVE THE GRIEVANCE upon 

which the appeal is founded." (Great 
ipplause.) 

A Voice — " Read the questions put to 
the judges." 

Col. Prior — ''That is not necessary 
here; the judgment is the thing to go 
upon. You have to go upon the judg- 
ment rendered by the courts, and not by 
the evidence that is offered. Now, 
George, I think you will have to vote for 
me, as I know you arc a man of your 
word." ( Laughter anil applause.) 

Mr. Jeeves (after reading) — " I tell 
you what, 1 'II do. We will take Harry 
Helmcken, you and I and .Mr. Bodwell, 
if we agree that these winds are in 
the judgment I will pay the cost of the 
lawyers." (Laughter.) 

Col. Prior (handing down the bluebook 
to he passed to Mr. Jeeves) — •'! don't 
see why we should pay lawyers' fees 
when we have it all here so plainly." 

Mr. Jeeves — " This may he like some 
of the telegrams." 

Voices—" Yes ; in the Times." (( ireat 
laughter. ) 

Col. Prior — " It is like the telegrams 
I have read ; for it is authentic." (Ap- 
plause.) Continuing he held that the 
Dominion government are acting as 
much in the interest of the Protestant 
minority in Quebec as of the Catholic 
minority in Manitoba. The question is a 
most difficult one for any government to 
deal with, but he felt that the Conserva- 
tive are strong enough to tackle it, and 
that they will do so at the present i ses- 
sion. The Times prints every day those 
sentences, from the incidents of the Es- 
quimau meeting :

He was glad to see that on 
the school question the Colonel had to 
night been able to convince at least one 
elector who had been in doubt as to the 
proper course to take. (Applause.) 

Mr. A. E, McPhillips was the next 
speaker, and received hearty applause as 
he stepped upon the platform. H 
regretted that his friend Mr. Bodwell 
should take offence at any passage in the 
pamphlet he had issued, or that he 
should supposo that any of the expres- 
sions in it should be taken as personal. 
Nothing had been further from his 
thoughts than to impute any improper 
motives or conduct to Mr. Bodwell, hut he 
felt it due to himself to answer some of 
the objections which Mr. Bodwell raised 
the previous night. This he proceeded 
to do at some length. He showed that 
this school question was thrust upon the 
people of Manitoba in 1890 as a matter 
of political expediency to divert the 
minds of the people from other acts of 
the provincial government which pro- 
mised to cause their downfall. He held 
that the only way to settle this question 
and prevent its forever disturbing the 
peace of the Dominion is for the Cana- 
dian parliament to interfere as proposed. 
The right to do this they have received 
from where— •' from thatdearold mother 
land where treaties are never gone back 
upon." (Immense applause.) He con- 
trasted the harsh treatment of the 
minority in Manitoba with the treatment 
by the British covernmet-t of the 
French residents in Quebec after 
Wolfe had captured Canada, and 
showed that England did not then pro- 
ceed to oppress her French subjects in 
Canada, but instead had said, " We 
have whipped you but we will deal 
fairly with you." (Renewed applause.) 
He denied that in his pamphlet he had 
in any way misquoted the judgment, 
and read from that and his pamphlet to 
establish the fairness of the excerpts he 
had made. 

At this point Mr. Joseph Martin and 
several local Liberals entered the hall, 
making their way in with the greatest of 
difficulty, so dense was the crowd, and 
stationing themselves at the back of the 
hall, amidst applause from the organized 
Liberals who had been patiently wait- 
ing his arrival as a signal for a demon- 
stration. 

Mr. McPhillips in conclusion pointed 
out that no stable government can be 
carried on in the Dominion if the con- 
stitution is not lived up to m every par- 
ticular. He thought all creed feeling 
should be banished in connection with 
this matter, remembering that we 
not giving Manitoba a constitution hut 
that we simply have before us the que 
tion whether or not. that constitution 
to he maintained.

LAURIER SAID SO HERE. 

If the Complaint of the Minority VVus True 
Relief Should Be Given by the 
Dominion. 

Proceeding, Hon E.G. Prior read from 
the report of Mr. Laurier's speech at 
feaanich, in September, 1894, as follows: 
" He admired the amount of religious 
tolerance in British Columbia, there not 
being another province in tin' Dominion 
where it was so well carried it Unfor- 
tunately in his province and in Ontario 
there were religious passions, and in 
deference to this, at confederation the 
separate school system had been estab- 
lished in favor of the minority. In 
Manitoba it had been the same for 
twenty years until changed in 1890, The 
Roman Catholic minority had declared 
that they were oppressed, and said that 
it was the duty of the government to ex- 
amine into the matter. He was a be- 
liever in provincial rights; but while he 
was so, he had stated in the 
house that if the complaint 
was true relief should be given. The 
complaint was not that the separate 
school system of Manitoba had been 
abolished, but that under the name of 
public schools the new system was made 
a Protestant one and that the Roman 
Catholic minority were forced ti> .send 
their children to these schools." 

That is true, Col. Prior continued, and 
not until the present time has there been 
a city in the world where the people of 
all creeds get on bet ter together than in 
Victoria. Who brought this trouble 
amongst us? he asked. The Liberals, 
who knew they had not another chance 
in the world of beating the government 
party except by breaking it up by arous- 
ing; the worst passions. He had just 
now read Mr. Laurier's own statement: 
vet the Liberals now ask the electors to 
believe that the Dominion government 
should not take the matter in hand. lie 
contended that (ire should display a spirit 
of tolerance; the matter at last comes 
right down to this : it is the law and if 
you cannot carry out the law on this 
question, neither can you on anything 
else. If the electors of Victoria thought 
him wrong, then they would vote against 
him; if however they thought him 
right, he asked their support, promising 
to do his duty honestly in the future as 
in the past. (Great applause.) 

THE IMPORTANT ISSUE. 

It Is That of Cabinet Representation, Not 
the Manitoba Qimnel-Wlial the 
Vote Will Mean. 

Mr. Thomas Earle, M.P., being next 
called upon said he simply appeared to 
show the electors whom he .has the honor 
to represent that he is fully in accord 
with his colleague, Hon. E. G. Prior, in 
the position he has accepted, and with 
the trade and general policy of the gov- 
ernment, lb' quite as strongly approved 
of their position on the school question 
as douB the Colonel, but he would not 
speak at length on this as he felt the 
main question is whether or not we want 
cabinet representation. He thought it 
would be arrant nonsense to reject this, 



DR. HELM CK EX'S ANSWER. 



He Was Never ;tn Annexationist But Stood 
Out lor Proper terms of Union 
With Canada. 

Hon. Dr. Helmcken was received witl 
tremendous applause, which he said he 
understood perfectly well. He had never 
been an annexationist, he had never 
seen an annexation petition and he 
knew nothing about it. 'Applause.; 
He was once distinctly an anti-confeder- 
ationist, tooth and nail, anil if the same 
conditions existed to-day he would do 
the same thing. British Columbia in 
those days had no connection whatever 
with Eastern Canada, 3,000 miles away, 
and it looked like attaching this country 
to Timbuctoo. (Laughter.) The result 
of the opposition which he had led was 
the C. I 1 . R., instead of the common 
wagon road, which was to have 
been all they would receive. He 
gave a history of some of the doings of 
that time, and the origin of the demand 
for a railway (dear through to Canada to 
connect with the lines of the Hast. 
When Mr. Joseph Trutch suggested this, 
Dr. Helmcken was aghast at first — so 
big was the scheme; and when it was 
proposed in the council all opened their 
eves and their ears stuck up into the 
clouds. However, every member sided 
with the proposition. Governor Mus- 
grave was sent out to arrange the con- 
federation, and after he came the coun- 
cil came to the conclusion that confeder- 
ation and the railway must go together. 
Mr. Trutcliand British Columbia thus 
made a nation of Canada, and he 
thought the people of this pro- 
vince are in intelligence and patriotism 
equal and more than equal with the 
people of Canada. He admitted that he 
is an annexationist to-day — to the extent 
that he wants to attach the hearts and 
votes of the electors to Col. Prior. That, 
gentleman is beyond doubt a cabinet 
minister, and the question now, and 
nothing else, is shall we send him to Ot- 
tawa to occupy his cabinet seat? All 
this noise about the schools is merely a 
subterfuge to carry the minds of the 
people away from the main question. 
(Applause.) Col. Prior will be a mem- 
ber of the cabinet for the wdiole of the 
Dominion, but in particular for the 
whole of British Columbia, and lie 
would like to know why Victoria 
people should oppose his taking 
his seat in the council. In doing so 
they would certainly be acting contrary 
to the wishes of the whole province. 
(Applause.) He was surprised that this 
supposition had been brought forward. 
He believed there is not another con- 
stituency in the whole of British Colum- 
bia but would have been proud to have 
its representative made a member of the 
Cabinet — especially with no other ex- 
cuse than to bring in another question, 
one of religion, to divide the ]>eople so 
that another party may get into power 
to do something else. By electingan oppo- 
nent of the government on this subject 
they would at the same time bo electing 
an opponent, of the trade policy of the 
government who would create havoc with 
the industries of the Dominion and the. 
employment of the people. He asked the 
electors to look neither to the right nor 
the left, but to do justice to the main 
question and send Co!. Prior to Ottawa. 
He repeated that he stands for British 
Columbia lirst, last and all tke time, and 
lie hoped our interests would not be 
neglected for the Manitoba school ques- 
tion. He thought that every man who 
has the interest of the country at heart 
will vote for Mr. Prior; the farmers who 
want to starve, and the worktngnien 
who wish to be in idleness will vote for 
Mr. Templomau. He felt assured that 
Mr. Prior will carry the standard of 
British Columbia to victory, and that 
we will then have secured for ever a 
Cabinet Minister for this province. For 
himself he enjoyed no greater honor 
than the confidence and respect which

consultation with the Premier, was call- 
ed into that body and appointed to the 
comparatively humble post of inspector 
of public buildings with a salary of 
£2,000, while other ministers receive 
£5,000. He had every confidence that 
when this unfortunate school question 
does get before parliament — the supreme 
body in this country — it will there re- 
ceive the fairest and most dispassionate 
consideration from the men of all classes 
and from all provinces there assembled. 
The doors of parliament, are opened by 
the constitution, but when the question 
comes there it is to be decided 
by the free will of the members 
according to the justice of the case.

The announcement that Her Majesty 
the Queen had been pleased to honor 
with knighthood His Lordship Mr. Jus- 
tice Crease, on the dceasionof his retire- 
ment from his long and active, useful 
and honorable career in British Colum- 
bia, was received yesterday with many 
expressions of satisfaction— lor the honor 
is admittedly well deserved. The inti- 
mation came to His Lordship in the fol- 
lowing telegram from the liovernor- 
(ieneral, received early in the afternoon 

Hon. Sir II. P. Crease, Victoria : 

It gives me much pleasure to inform 
you that the Queen approves of the be 
stowal of knighthood upon you on the 
occasion of your retirement from an hon- 
orable judicial career, commencing so 
many years ago that you are now the 
only remaining judge in Canada appoint- 
ed directly by the Imperial government. 
Accept sincere congratulations and best 
wishes. Abkrdkex. 

The kindly good wishes expressed by 
His Excellency in this message find echo 
in the hearts of all residents of British 
Columbia, very many of whom made it 
a point to wait upon Sir Henry yester- 
day in order to present their cordial 
felicitations. 

The recipient of the new honor of 
knighthood has had an extended and 
varied experience in Canada, which has 
long been his adopted home. Horn in 
IS'23 at Ince Castle, Cornwall, the eldest 
son of Captain Xienry Crease of the 
Royal Navy (Falmouth), and Mary, the 
only daughter and heiress of Edward 
Sniithe of Ince Castle, a ward of 
Garrick, and for many years pri- 
vate secretary of Warren Hast- 
ings in his eventful career in India. 
One of Sir Henry's brothers, Lieut. - 
General A. R. Vyvyan Crease, of the 
Ituyal Engineers, served with distinction 
in the war in the Crimea, during the 
mutiny in India, and in various other 
parts of the British Km pi re. Another 
brother, Lieut. -General John V, Crease, 
of the Royal Marine Artillery, also won 
Ins spurs in the wars with China, 
Ashantee, Comassie and other parts of 
the world, and has achieved a name not 
only for his military devotion and ser- 
vices in trying climates, and also for his 
valuable inventions now in use in H. M.

Council, and by inaction or refusal vir- 
tually to say that no grievance did exist 
and that the rights and privileges of the 
minority hail not been affected, or to 
take action. The Dominion government 
had a constitutional necessity to face, 
and the members as constitutional ad- 
visers of the Governor-General followed 
the lines indicated in the judgment in 
question. 

It was not a question as to whether 
the separate schools prior to 1890 were 
efficiently conducted or not, but whether 
the minority had a right to such schools 
at all.

Nothing can be clearer than that. 

It was added that: "It is certainly 
not essential that the statutes repealed 
by the act of 1890 should be re-enacted, 
or that the precise provisions of these 
statutes should again be made law. . . 
. . All legitimate grounds of complaint 
would he removed if that system were 
supplemented by previsions which 
would remove the grievance upon which 
the appeal is founded, and were modified 
so fai as might lie necessary to give 
effect t 1 ' t hose | in ivisions.

There is nol not a word in the remedial 
order which says it is necessary tore- 
store the separate schools exactly as 
they were before the repeal act of 1890, 
but only in so far "as may he necessary 
to give effect to the provisions restoring 
the rights and privileges."

Such notice shall be continued in c-aea case 
for a period of at least six weeks, during the in- 
terval of time between the close of the next pre- 
ceding Session and the consideration of the 
Petition, and copies of such notice shall be sent 
by the parties inserting such notice to the 
Clerk of the House. 

Before any Petition, praying for leave' to

Private Bills shall ix- so framed as to incor- 
porate by reference the clauses of the General 
Acts relating to the detailH to be provided for 
by such Bills:— Special grounds shall be es- 
tablished for any proposed departure from this 
principle, or for the introduction of other pro- 
visions as to such details, and a note shall be 
appended to the Bill indicating the provisions 
thereof in w hich the General Act la proposed to 
be departed from. 

The promoters oi a Private Bill shall pay the 
Clerk of the Hou.se the sum of one hundred 
dollars before the first reading thereof; and an 
additional sum of. one hundred dollars Im- 
mediately after the second reading thereof.

A meeting in thi' interest of Mr. Wil- 
liam Templema.:, the " no cabinet min- 
ister'' candidate, was held at the Odd 
Fellows' hall, Spring Ridge, on Wednes- 
day evening. The proceedings opened 
with a speech by Mr. Templeman , who 
repeated the sneering remarks he had 
made at Victoria West the previous 
evening respecting the suggestions from 
Mr. T. B. Hall lately published in the 
Colonist, that Victorians should help to 
build up the city by showing preference 
for the product of local industries. He 
admitted, however, that he had made 
his attack on Mr. Hall's rice mills busi- 
ness in ignorance of the fact that the 
tariff upon which he had based his re- 
marks was repealed last session. Hi 
also put himself in tune with Mr. Mar- 
tin on the fisheries regulation matter 
having found out since last-meeting that 
the Fruser River regulations are satis- 
factory to the dinners ; but he still con- 
tended for wholesale slaughter of salmon 
by trap fishing in other waters. Taking 
up some local grievances, including the 
post office troubles, he asked that votes 
tie given him on their account ; though 
it is quite certain that while British 
Columbia has representation in the cabi- 
net such grievances would not he allowed 
to develop. 

Aid. John Macmillan, the second 
speaker, introduced a new line of argu- 
ment, opposing Col. Prior as one of t he 
" kid-gloved gentry " ; and he also grossly 
misrepresented the Colonel in the mat- 
ter of the B. C. Southern rail way. It 
will be remembered that this projected 
road has been bitterly opposed by the 
C. P. R., who also have a charter for a 
line through the Crow's Nest Pass, tnal 
while claiming that there was not room 
for two lines would not make any tun- 
ning agreement with the B.C. Southern 
people. Col. Prior made a vigorous 
fight on behalf of the B. C. Southern to 
secure for them the right to build their 
line as intended ; but his position was 
misrepresented by Aid.

1. All dairymen and vendors of milk shall be 
licensed. Any person or persons Belling, or 
offering for sale, or disposing of any milk or 

j cream without iirst having obtained ii license 
, so to do under the provisions of this by-law,

punishable as hereinafter provided. 

2. Every dairyman or person wishing to sell 
milk in the Ulty[of Victoria shall make writ- 
ten application to the Sanitary Inspector for a 
permit for a license so to do; such application 
shall lie in the form "A" hereto annexed, and 
shall contain the following information: 
The name and address of the applicant, the 
source or sources from which lie obtains his 
supply of milk, and a written agreement, in 
the form " B " hereto annexed, signed by the 
farmer, dairyman, farmers or dairymen, from 
whom he obtains his supply of milk, stating 
that be is or they are willing that his or tboir 
(arm or farms, eows, food, and water supply 
shall be inspected from time to time by the 
Moilica) Health OlTicer and the Sanitary In- 
spector of the City, or by either of them. 

:i. (in the above requirements being com- 
plied with by the applicant, and on the Sani- 
tary Inspector being satisfied with the inspec- 
tion of the premises, cows, food, and water sup- 
ply, he shall giant to the applicant a permit, iu 
the form "C" hereto annexed, for a license to 
vend milk in the City. 

•t. Every applicant, on obtaining such per- 
mit, shall register his name and address with 
the Treasurer and Collector of the Corporation, 
and thereupon, and upon payment of the fee 
hereinafter mentioned and the production and 
delivery of such permit us aforesaid, the said 
Treasurer and Collector Is hereby authorized 
to issue a license in the form hereinafter men- 
tioned. 

5. Such license shall be in the form "D" 
hereunto annexed, and shall expire on the 15th

Tiiic police allowed the limit of lati- 
tude to the noisy celebrants of the ad- 
vent of the new year, and as a result 
there was but one cast! in the police 
court yesterday — that of a particularly 
obstreperous lighting drunk. 

Another incident in the famous Jen- 
nie Mandeville Parsons' estate suit has 
developed in Chicago through the death 
of Mrs. Minnie Hasbrooke, the daugh- 
ter of the once popular Victoria come- 
dienne who lost her life in the Pacific 
disaster. 

The first fire of 1896 engaged the at- 
tention of Chief Deasy's brigade last 
evening, being located in a barrel of soot 
in Ball's barber shop at the corner of 
Yates and Douglas streets. The prompt 
and effective work of the firemen pre- 
vented any damage, whereas with only a 
few minutes' start a disastrous blaze 
must have resulted. 

Mr. Henry Lawson's residence on 
Cook street was the scene of a very 
pretty wedding last evening, the con- 
tracting parties being Mr, J. Herrick 
McGregor, P.L.S., and Miss F. <i. 
Walker, for some time past well and 
favorably known as one of the teaching 
staff of the North Ward school. Mr. 
McGregor was supported by his friend 
Mr. F. Wollaston, while 'Miss Maud 
Walker, the sister of the bride, most ac- 
ceptably tilled the position of brides- 
maid. The happy couple left on the 
Charmer amidst the congratulations of 
their many friends and accompanied by 
a goodly supply of rice. 

Mr. Chaiu.es L, Cullin, one of Vic- 
toria's veteran lacrosse players, was 
united in marriage to Mrs. Sarah Nesbit 
in the Metropolitan Methodist church 
by the pastor, Rev. Solomon Cleaver, on 
New Year's evening. Supporting the 
bride and groom respectively were Miss 
Clara Hughes and Mr. A. E. Belfry, 
both popularly known Victorians. After 
the ceremony a supper was given at the 
home of the groom's parents, to which 
a number of the most immediate 
friends of the young couple sat down. 
Both bride and groom were the recipi- 
ents of numerous appropriate presents 
and their many friends will be pleased 
to learn that their future residence will 
be in this city— on Superior street. 

The conclusion of the preliminary 
hearing of the charge of murder against 
Br. J. K\ Harrow and Harry Creech was 
marked by a sensational incident such 
as the city police court here never be- 
fore witnessed. Dr. Garrow had during 
the afternoon exhibited strong excite- 
ment, and as soon as the decision of the 
court was announced that lie must stand 
his trial, he broke out in a fierce torrent 
of profanity and abuse directed against 
the police, the medical profession and 
Magistrate Macrae. Detective Perdue 
endeavored to check the stream of oaths 
and invective but it was not to be stem- 
med ; it was as though the dam had 
given way — several in fact — and the 
only method to pursue was to allow the 
doctor to exhatiHt himself. He had de- 
termined, too, that he would not again 
be locked up and he did in fact make an 
effort to break from custody, assisted by- 
Mrs. Garrow, the marks of whose hands 
are still observable on the detective's 
neck. She was quickly pushed away 
and her husband bundled hack into his 
cell— and there the trouble and the ex- 
citement ended.

Reports of Various Departments Read 
— Recommendations From Chief 
Deasy and Bupt. Hutehesou. 



The city council bad a meeting yester- 
day afternoon at which a number of an- 
imal reports of variotfscivie departments 
were read and ordered to be printed. 

Rev, C. M. T.iit referred again to his 
claim for $50 for injuries received by rea- 
son of bis falling into a hole on Herald 
street. This was referred to the streets 
committee and the city solicitor to act. 

In regard to the Steinberger land at 
Beaver lake, the Water Commissioner 
reported that Mr. Steinberger agreed to 
accept $1,500 for about eleven acres and 
his old standing claim of damages. Up- 
on (his basis the Commissioner was em- 
powered to close with Mr. Steinberger, 
Aid. Williams objecting. 

Several of the annual repoJts of civic 
departments were received* and read. 

The library report showed that the 
total number of books there contained 
was ti,7t)S., and set forth that there is an 
urgent need for large additions, especial- 
ly in art, science, and a supply of the 
more recent works. The cemetery re- 
port gave the burials for last year at 2513 
— males Kit) and females 87. These were 
ali whites with the exception of ID Chi- 
nese, live Indians ami one Japanese. 
The burials showed a decreased for flic 
year of -11 males and two females. 

The reports of the City Clerk as to the 
by-laws passed during {he year; of the 
Building Inspector as to the buildings 
erected; and of the Chief of the fire 
department were also read. The Colon- 
ist's New Year number contained this 
information. Chief Deasy, in his report 
to the council, advocates energetically 
the advisability of increasing the num- 
ber of permanent men and dispensing 
with -the free call system entirely. 

Attached to the electric light com- 
mittee's report was one from Electrical 
Superintendent M. Hutcheson, dealing 
with the last seven months, during which 
he had been in oflice. In regard to the 
new plant the engine has given good 
service so far. and will continue to do so 
if improvements be mad.'' to stop the 
lateral movements of the engine on its 
foundation. The steam plant, as sup- 
plied to the new lighting station, is first- 
class. The new Wood dynamos, 
though satisfactory, are running under 
speed, rendering the regulators in- 
active and impairing the steadi- 
iness of the lights. The diameter 
of the driving puliies niust be increased 
to overcome this. The report recom- 
mends that the present building be ex- 
tended so that the dynamos may be 
more conveniently placed, thus obviat- 
ing the necessity ol the employes hav- 
ing to cross running belts as at present. 

A larger lamp ro is also pronounced 

to be necessary, together with a repair 
shop, while it is recommended that the 
plant at the Yates street works he sold 
ami a spare armature purchased for 
each dynamo. With the increased 
speed of the dynamos the light would be 
brighter and ten additional lamps would 
be available. A serious defect exists in 
the lines and renders continuity of ser- 
vice impossible in stormy weather. The 
defect is inherent in the method of lamp 
suspension adopted, anil to obviate il 
means the adoption of arms having no 
slack wire. To overcome the defect to a 
great extent, in an economical way, it 
is recommended that a "cutout" be 
placed on each pole. 

The park keeper, Mr. J. G. Thomp- 
son, reported that there had been much 
damage done by dogs running over the 
(lower beds ami killing the birds. The 
animals and birds in the Zoo now in- 
clude five bears, two deer, one goat, 
fifteen Guinea pigs, six rabbits, thirteen 
swans, seven geese, twelve ducks, four 
eagles, two vultures, two paroquettes, 
one owl, one cockatoo, one falcon, three 
blue jays, lour quail, eight pigeons and 
three pheasants. 

The council will, on Tuesday night, 
discuss the proposed agreement with the 
Telephone Company as to the joint use 
of poles, so as to do away with many of 
these unsightly objects on the streets. 

It was live o'clock when yesterday's 
meeting closed. 



The Liberals held a meeting at Esqui- 
mau school house last night, when 
there were eleven residents of that local- 
ity to form an audience. 

Mr. John Doran accepted the position 
of chairman, stating that as he liked to 
hear both sides it was only right to hear 
what the Liberals had to say. 

Mr. F. V. Bodwell, the first speaker, 
remarked that he intended to deal with 
the school question in. particular. He 
then went into that question, which he 
said did not only concern Manitoba, but 
the whole country. After touching on 
the general conditions of the B.N. A. act 
and the Manitoba act, he spoke of the 
1S70 act of the Manitoba legislature 
making separate schools, and argued 
that the Roman Catholic schools were 
found under it to be imperfect, 
anil after 1!' years there was 
in the Roman Catholic section 
of the province a great deal of 
illiteracy. It was for that reason that 
the legislature had to pass a law that no 
man could be a reeve of a municipality 
unless he could read and write, fur the 
country was full of men who could not 
read or write. This state of affairs was 
all on account of the way the Roman 
Catholics managed their schools. At 
some length he argued that the pupils in 
those schools were made to see history 
through French spectacles. It was not 
surprising that the people brought up in 
this way were ripe for rebellion at any- 
time. That was the reason the Mani- 
toba legislature passed their school act 
and took all the schools under govern- 
ment supervision. Passing on to the 
appeals of the minority against the 
school act of 18(10, he admitted that 
there was a clause in the Manitoba con- 
stitutional act giving the minority this 
right, in case the legislature might do 
them an injustice. He denied, however, 
that the school act appealed against in- 
terfered with any right or privilege of 
ttie minority. The minority had com- 
plained they were not fairly dealt with 
with, and when the Dominion govern- 
ment was appealed to the question was 
whether the Governor-General had any 
power to hear the case. The govern- 
ment referred this question to the Su- 
preme court of Canada, which decided 
in the negative, but the Privy Council 
decided the Dominion had the power to 
hear the appeal and to give relief if it 
was found that relief should be granted. 
The Privy Council had said that the 
Dominion government should inves- 
tigate the case, and if jus- 
tice and right dictated that relief 
should be given them they could act. 
Mr. Bodwell went on to say that the 
Dominion Government had not investi- 
gated the question but had acted ar- 
bitrarily. 

A Voice — What have we to do with 
Manitoba? 

Mr. Bodwell replied British Columbia 
had a great deal to do with Manitoba, 
and went on to reiterate the argument 
that if the Dominion Government were 
allowed to interfere with Manitoba they 
would be opening the door to have the 
same principle applied to British Col- 
umbia. 

A Voice — " It's a religious war." 

Mr. Bodwell — "It is not a religious 
war. It has nothing to do with religion." 
The question of how children are to be 
educated had nothing to do with the 
religion of any man. What the Domin 
ion government were doing was 
that "without investigating they 
were ordering Manitoba to re- 
store the old system of education. 
He accused the Dominion government 
of being tyrannical and trying to force 
their arbitrary action on Manitoba. He 
went on to say the Dominion Govern- 
ment would tie out of power in three

He next tackled the franchise 
law, and said it was a standing disgrace 
to the government and said there were 
names on it of men who had been dead 
fifteen years. The vote, therefore, would 
not be a fair opinion of the people. 
He wanted the Dominion franchise 
law abolished and something like the 
provincial list used instead. Turning to 
the tariff, he referred to his remarks at 
a former meeting regarding Mr. Bullen 
( who has since threatened him with 
libel), when he had remarked that Mr 
Bullen was in the habit of getting a 
"rake-off" from his workmen. Sir. 
Bullen might mean business or mean 
intimidation, he did not care which. 
What he (Mr. Templeman} wanted to 
say was that on every ship pulled in to 
the ways Mr. Bullen received so much 
a day for the use of his ways and had 
forced workmen to violate the union 
wages ami take 50 cents a day less than 
their proper wages. Mr. Templeman 
turned his attention to the Colonist 
next and referred to it as disreputable, 
disgraceful, and presented it with a few 
other strong epithets. He repeated his 
remarks of a few days ago that because 
the Quadra was built in Scotland, the 
Dominion government was not true 
to its policy of protection. He 
went on to assert that he would stand at 
the head of the poll at election day, 
though that was perhaps due more to 
the school question than to a light on 
the general policy of the Dominion gov- 
ernment. 

As Mr. John Macmillan rose to speak 
two of the eleven residents of Fsqtii- 
malt present left the room and another 
one soon followed. 

Mr. Macmillan took up the Manitoba 
school question, telling what he knew 
about schools in that province. He 
maintained that in Winnipeg he knew 
that when he was there a large propor- 
tion of the Catholics preferred to send 
their children to the Protestant schools. 
He admitted that the schools of the 
French-Canadians in Quebec were su- 
perior to any French system of schools 
in the world. They I were particularly 
favored in respect in their schools, 
but it was different in Manitoba, where 
the French element came about through 
the mixture of Indians with 
French voyageurs. The Manitoba gov- 
ernment brought in the school act 
of 1890 in the true interest of 
the minority, he held, and it was the 
ruthless Dominion government wdio were 
trying to help educate these poor people. 
He drew a picture of the Manitobans up 
in arms against the Dominion govern- 
ment in 1SS0, but admitted that still 
they had sent back Conservative mem- 
bers to Ottawa. He charged Mr. Luxton 
with having gone back on the Green way 
government of Manitoba because he 
could not get their printing. 

It was now half-past ten and the 
meeting broke up after a vote of thanks 
to the chair.
